They arrested “Ivawler” P. Daly, five other white 
men and one negro and seized a complete outfit for printing slips 
and operating the famous “Little Joe” policv game which has bobbed 
up in so many Police Court cases. The slips for Dec. 8 were in the lot.

The following is a list of property 
seized in the Hibernia Club: 

“A cigar box, with a hole at one end, 
containing 78 wooden lotto balls, num- 
bered from 1 to 78. This box represents 
the “wheel of fortune.’’ The balls are 
shaken from it one at a time and as 
each ball drops out its number is placed 
on a piece of paper and later these 
numbers are compared with the num- 
bers picked by the players, the player 
having picked the numbers In the order 
in which they fall from the box being 
declared the winner. There are differ- 
ent combinations of numbers,

Building Is Riddled. 


This plan was then given up. When 
the robber showed himself near the 
door a fusillade of shots were fired at 
him and it was thought he had been 
killed. No one attempted to open the 
door, however, and the guard was 
kept around the building. Several 
shots wer fired and by the time the 
capture was made the building was 
riddled with bullets. Plans for smok- 
ing him out, the use of amonia fumes, 
etc., were discussed, but the fact that 
most of the windows had been shot 
out made this impracticable. The rob- 
ber was then asked if he would sur- 
render if guaranteed protection, and 
he shouted back that he would. 

fter throwing his weapon out of the 

building he walked out and was taken 
to the County Jail by the guards.

The St. Charles City Council convened 
at 11 a. m. today in special session 
called by Mayor Louis Ringe, to give 
Councilman Henry C. Dallmeyer an op- 
portunity to formally prefer the charges 
he made at the Council meeting last 
night. 

At the meeting last evening Dallmey- 
er’s speech was checked by Mayor 
Ringe, who presided, with these words: 

“If you wish to prefer charges against 
me and the Committee on Electric Light- 
ing, you must do it in legal manner.” 

‘“T’ll see that they are _ preferred,”’ 
Dallmeyer retorted; as he took his seat. 

The special meeting was then called 
for today. Dallmeyer had intimated pub- 
licly the nature of the speech he intend- 
ed to make, and the Council Chamber 
was crowded last night. When the body 
was convened today it was impossible to 
obtain standing room. 

Before the session began Dallmeyer 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter that the 
charges would be brought, but that in 
all probability someone else would do it. 
He refused to say who this would be. 
Electrician Dismissed. 
open rupture in the Council 
which led to Dallmeyer’s accusations 
was precipitated by the dismissal 
Wednesday of City Electrician Probas- 
co. Dallmeyer began his speech by ask- 
ing Mayor Ringe by what authority he 
discharged Probasco. 

“I dismissed him for incompetency.” 
Ringe answered. ‘With the approval of 
the Committee on Electric Lighting I 


had authority to do so.” 

“Iss it true that he was discharged 
because he wouldn't buy the city sup- 
ples from the St. Charles Mercantile 
Engineering Co.?"’ Daiimeyer demanded. 

‘‘No, that is not true,’’ Ringe an- 
swered. 

“Why doesn’t that committee report?’ 

allmeyer asked. 

“It hasn't made a report for six 
weeks. I demand that it account for a 
transaction that to my personal knowl- 
edge has taken place during that time.

'WiFE OF FORMER AMBASSADOR 
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MRS. BELLAMY STORER. 
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Both Sides of the Roosevelt-Storer 
Controversy; Was One Made a Scapegoat? 


When Bellamy Storer was sum- 
marily recalled as Ambassador 
to Austria-Hungary it raised @ 
tempest in diplomatic circles, 
where Storer had a long record 
of service to his credit. News- 
papers and periodicals recognized 
as Roosevelt organs published 
what was received as the Presi- 
dent’s official explanation of Sto- 
rer’s downfall. It was to the ef- 
fect that Mrs. Storer, who is a 
member of the Cincinnati Long- 
worth family, with whom the 
President now is connected by his 
daughter’s marriage, became a : 
convert to the Roman Catholic 
Church about the time the leading 
Catholic clergymen of America 
were aspirants for the cardinal- 
ate,’'and that, with ‘‘the charac- 
teristic zeal of converts,’’. Mrs. 
Storer took the side of Archbishop 
Ireland and undertook to Interest 
the President in his behalf. Mr. 
Roosevelt ‘‘declined to be drawn 
into the controversy,”’ his organs 
declared, and decided it would be 
best to have a representative at 

the court of Austria who would 
pay more attention to diplomatic dutles and less to church politics. 


Storer's reply is the publication of letters which would indicate that 
the President, instead of ‘‘declining to be drawn into the controversy,”’ 
jumped into it with alacrity. His letters to Storer. written when Roose- 
velt was Governor of New York, sounded the praises of Archbishop Ire- 
land in the most extravagant phrases. Storer is endeavoring to prove 
that after his election to the presidency Roosevelt realized the fact that 
very undiplomatically he had committed himself on a question that might 
be destined to play an important part in international politics, and, in a 
state of aggravated cold feet, ‘‘unloaded” on Storer. 

The dismissed Ambassador has taken the matter to the Senate Commit- 
tee on Foreign Affairs, and also has transmitted to the President’s Cab- 
inet certain correspondence which, he says, will convince them that he 
was not an offender against the unwritten rules of the consular services, 
but was, on the contrary, a presidential scapegoat—a convenience of

Windows Are Curtained.

He 
wrote two letters to Mrs. Storer. The 
first is dated Albany, Nov. 33, In which 
he said that he had been impressed by 
two members of the admivistration with 
the danver of a misconstruction of his 
previous letters.

Taken by itself and. out 
of the context, Mr. Roosevelt states 
that that absolutely true statement 
would have been used to the utmost 
damage, both to Mr. McKinley and 
iimself, 

Wanted His Letters Back. 


“My desire is so great help you 
whenever vou ask it,” the letter con- 
tinues, “can you not reclaim any copy 
ot my letter, if any has been sent any- 
where?’ 

“They appear to show.’ observed Mr. 
Storer, ‘only the writer's fear of pub- 
lic Knowledge of what he had written.” 

\fter Mr. Roosevelt had Succeeded to 
the presidency he wrote a letter dated 
the White House, Washington, Jan. 16, 
1902, and addressed it ‘“‘Dear Bellamy,” 
in which the following statement ap- 
pears: 

“Will you ask Marin again if there 
ix any letter of mine to her, or a copy 
of uny letter which, so far as she is 
aware, is im the hands of any one 
else?

Roosevelt's Letter. 


The Jetter of Mr. Roosevelt, who then 
was Governor of New York, dated 
April 30, 190. addressed to Mrs, Storer, 
is ac follows: 

“T have just receited Jetter. ] 
need not say what a pleasure it wouwd 
be for me to do anything for Arch- 
bishop Ireland. You know how high 4&4 
regard I have always freit for him. He 
represents -the type of Catholicism 
Which, in my opinion, must prevail in 
the United States tf the Catholic 
Church is to attain its full measur¢ 
of power and usefulness with our people 
and our form of government. 

“IT absolutely agree with what Judge 
Taft says to. you in his letter of Maret 

with relation to that part of this 
Problem which affects the Philippines. 
but the problem as a whole affects tne 
United States as a whole. A react'o?- 
ary or in any way anti-American spirit 
in ecclesiastical affairs would, in Amer- 
ica, in the long run, result in d’saster 
just as certainly as a similar course in 
political affars. 

“I may add that the bigoted Opp? 
nénts of Catholicism are those most 
anxious to see triumph within the ranks 
of Catholicism this reactionary & irit, 
and the throwing out of men who have 
shown broad liberalism and American 
ism in their policy.

In reviewing past experiences here not 
so many years past, when sprinkling of 
the streets was done by landlords and 
tenants, arrangements were made with 
some private pcb press concern to allay 
the dust at a stipulated price per month, 
as same was optional with the citizens,

The right of St. Louis gas consumers 
to regulate their gas supply is at stake 
in the injunction suit of the Laclede 
Gas Light Co. against the Gas Consum- 
ers’ Association, which is being tried in 
Judge Fisher's court. The gas compa- 
ny seeks to have the consumers’ asso- 
ciation restrained from attaching regu- 
lators to gaspipes at the instance of 
householders. It also asks that the as- 
Sociation be required to remove regu- 
lators now in use. 

The tight is being made on the ques- 
tion of tre ownership and eontrol of 
the pipe which connects the meter with 
the house pipes, tc which the reguiators 
are attached. The gas company ciaims 
Ownership and control. The association 
asserts that even in cases where it may 
be shown that the gas company has
